IMMIGRATION 
MOVEMENT TO 
CANADA GROWS 


New Comers to Number of 190,. 
000 Will Have Arrived by 
End of Year 


WINNIPEG, Nov. 9.—The Ottawa 
correspondent of the Manitoba Free 
Preg says: “It is estimated here that 
the immigration movement to Canada 


|for the present year will approximate- 


ly 190,000, the new comers being very 
largely from Great Britain and the 
United States. This total is consider- 
ed highly satisfactory for the first 
real post-war year, especially in view 
of the fact that the policy of the de- 
partment at the presdit time is to 
encourage the entry into Canada of 
farmers, farm laborers and domestics 
onty. The high water mark in Cana- 
dian immigration was reached in 1913 
when 408,436 persons entered th 
Dominion, 

“For the first six months of the 
present fiscal year, a total of 96,005 
persons entered the Dominion, an in- 
crease of 38 per cent, over the movg- 
ment fo rthe corresponding period 
last year. In the matter of origin they 
were divided as follows:

The upward price movement. in 
coal is apparently stopped. When 
the price of most other commodities 
either has been, or is be'ng. lowered, 
a continued upward movement in 
coal prices would be anomalous. An- 
thracite is exceedingly scarce in Can- 
ada at present, and even in the Unit- 
ed States is none too plentiful, but bi- 


tuminous coal has suddenly become 
abundant inthe coal centresy and 
prices have dropped considerably. 


Slackened factory consumption, cou- 
pled with high production, will prob- 
ably bring a fair return to normal 
conditions by January. 

Reports from Pennsyivania frdi- 
cate that furnace coke has dropped 
one-half in two months, and steam 
and other soft coal is quoted from 
$675 to $7.75, with railway move- 
ment so efficient that supplies are now 
accumulating. The effect of this may 
not be fully felt in Canada for another 
mozuth, until navigation ceases, but 
the Pennsylvania conditions promise 
us relief from the exceptional worry 
nbout coal over the winter. As in the 
case of sugar, cotton, and other 
staples, orce the competition of buy- 
ers ceases, and speculators have to 
unload, the market reaction brings 
out fresh selling, and thus hastens the 
clean-out. Coal is the basis of about 
half of*our industry, and if it drops 
materially, a prop under the high cost 
of living is knocked away. In making 
eteel, brick, cement, and a host of 
other basic materials, jt !s an essen- 
tial, and we cannot hope for relief in 
many basic commodity costs until it 
is easier. Compared with a general 
commodity rise of 100 per cq@t., both 
bituminous and anthracite prices have 
gone up excessively, From $7. a ton 
in 1914 to $21 a ton in 1920, is an jm- 
crease of 200 per cent. for anthracite, 
Bituminous increased even more, The 
main thing at present is to get in sup- 
plies, but the price outlook is not un- 
favorable, in spite of the jmmediate 
scarcity,

Copenhagen, Nov. 9—Dieutenant
